NINTH AND K STREETS, SACRAMENTO. 


San F r a n c is c o , 
October 13 ;h.— About 
half-past 3 this afternoon a fire broke out in 
Upatone’s blacksm ith shop, on Spear, be­ 
tween Mission ar,d Howard streets, and was 
almost instantly communicated to the Cali­ 
fornia pianiog mill, corner of Howard. This 
building covered a fifty-vara lot, and, filled 
with most combustible m aterial, was in a few 
moments a mass of fire. 
H alf a gale was 
blowing, and the flames soon leaped across 
Spear street and attacked W igmore’s lumber, 
yard, spreading to the saloou on the corner, 
and thence down How ard Bteet nearly to 
Stewart, consuming a num ber of Bmall estab­ 
lishments, including Green’s rigging loft, 
Chase & W right’s ship carpenter shop, and 
llichard’s coal yard. 
Does & W eston’s lum ­ 
ber yards on the opposite side of Howard 
were several times on fire, but were extin­ 
guished with slight damage. 
The U nion box 
factory, north of where the fire started. Buf­ 
fered some loss. 
The lumber lying outside is 
a loss. 
The California mills • were owned by 
W . J . Adams, who loses about 800,000. 
W igmore’s loss is about the same ; insured 
for 820,000. 
The other losses will probably 
bring the aggregate up to 8150,000. 


[SECOND DISPATCH. | 
A fire occurred this afternoon on Spear 
street, which wae the most destructive since 
the Drum m -street conflagration of four years 
ago. 
The interior of the city has been singu­ 
larly free from fires involving any heavy loss. 
T hat a sweeping disaster did not occur is due 
to the intelligence and bulidcg tenacity with 
which tho fire brigade contested every inch 
of ground. 
The fiames were first discovered 
iasuing from Upstone’s shop. 
Its origin is 
unknown, the shop is tem porarily closed to 
business. 
The employes of the California 
Mill, on the first alarm, ran to the roof of 
the 
building, 
with 
the 
intention 
of 
preventing 
the 
fire 
catching 
there, 
but 
the 
mill 
broke 
into 
a biaza 
so 
quickly tb at a precipitate retreat was the 
only course left to tham . 
The building cov­ 
ered a lot about forty yards squire, and was 
all of wood except a boiler and sngino-bouse, 
I t was stuffed full of the inflammable material 
usually found iu such establishments, rein­ 
forced by recent heavy purchases of pine 
lumber. 
The wind being northwest, blew 
the flames diagonally across Howard and 
Spear streets toward the two-story lumber 
sheds on the opposite corner. 
N otw ithstand­ 
ing the intense heat, ths firemen, aided by 
the fire patrol, who volunteered for the occa­ 
sion—there being no 
use for their own 
peculiar 
service—took 
a 
position 
at 
the 
intersection 
of 
ths 
street*, 
and 
though great sheets of fl mie rolled over 
their heads, sometime* almost enveloping 
them, maintained iheir position with a stub­ 
born fortitude that called forth tho wonder 
and applause of the thousands gathered in 
the vicinity, and poured such drenching 
stream s on the corner building th a t though 
repeatedly on fire the flimes could gain no 
hold, and were finally beaten back. 
This 
was the key to the posiiloa, for had the fire 
crossed Howard street it would have swept 
through crowded iumher jard s to Stew art 
street a n i tie city fro n t. 
M eantime the 
flames had jumped across Spear street on the 
north sid e of Howard, and were raging in the 
lumber y irds and rickety woodea buildings 
ma?ssd together there. 
The firemen made a 
splendid 
fight 
hers 
also, 
and 
the 
fire 
tugboat Governor Irw in 
ctm e 
in 
as a backer, taking a position 
at 
the 
Howard-street wharf, aud leading her hose 
up the street to the point of contest. 
Tho 
fire was checked and drowned out right 
amidst as inflammable a mass of m aterial as 
could be found in the city, and the lower 
half of the block saved. 
W hile the confla­ 
gration was at its bight the roar of steam 
from the over-heated boilers of ths California 
mill, driving smoke aud fire before it, sent 
the crowd, and the police holding them back, 
scattering up How ard street, to escape the 
anticipated explosion, but tho band of sala­ 
manders at the corner did not badge an inch, 
and, standing fast to their hose-pipes, took 
the desperate 
chancts. 
Fortunately the 
steam blew off without au explosion, and the 
danger wa3 soon over. 
By halt-past 5, al­ 
though the fire was still burning fiercely.it 
was fully und- r control, and its further spread 
was no longer feared. 
[THIRD DISPATCH.] 
The Spear-street fire is still burning, but 
the flames are confined to the lim its pre­ 
viously given. 
I t is now stated that the loss 
on the California mill will reach a t least 
8100,000. 
A fter the fire was partly subdued 
two bodies, charred beyond recognition, were 
found in the rear of the building in which 
the fire started. 
I t is more than probable 
th at they were workmen in the California 
mill. 
A bout ninety mea were 
employed 
there, and so rapid was the spread of the 
flames th at many escaped with difficulty. 
The canning establishm ent of Code & Elfelt, 
fronting on M ain street, was somewhat dam­ 
aged in the rear, and it is probable th at 
fuller information will bring the loss up to 
near 8250,000, with a light insurance.

R e a d ­ 
ing the corner of T hird and Mill streets, and 
finding the officer gaining on him, the fellow 
suddenly turned the corner and waited the 
officer’s 
approach. 
As 
Sires 
turned 
the 
corner 
ths 
fellow 
suddenly 
con­ 
fronted 
him 
and 
thrusting 
Lis pi3tol 
in 
his 
face, 
said, 
“ D —n 
you, 
stop 
now. 
You’ve chased me far enough.” Sires 
made an effort to draw his club and knock 
hi* hand down, when the wretch fired. Sires 
fail to the sidewalk unconscious, while the 
fellow ran away. 
Other officer* immediately 
arrived on the scene, and Sire* was removed 
at once to tho Occidental Hotel. 
The ball 
entered his neck just below the left mental 
foramen, passed through the trachea and 
lodged probably Hnder the right scapula. 
There 
is 
a complete 
light 
hemiplegia, 
showing, so the attending physicians state, 
th at the ball in its course has produced an 
injury to the conyal portion of the spinal 
cord. 
M r. 
Sires 
has 
since 
recovered 
consiiousnese, and made a statem ent of the 
case in substance as given above. 
His recov­ 
ery is not considered hardly poisible by the 
physicians in attendance. 
H e breathes with 
great difficulty, and can scarcely swallow the 
stim ulants administered. 
The physician*, 
however, are of the opinion th at he may lin­ 
ger for some days. 
M r. Sires is an old man, 
upwards of 00 year* old. 
He has been a res­ 
ident. c-f Seattle for a long time. 
H e is an 
ordained m inister of the gospel of the Uni- 
versalist denomination, and is well known 
and highly respected by all. 
The affair cre­ 
ates intense excitem ent throughout the com­ 
munity. 
Shortly after the shooting took place police­ 
man Woolsy obtained information th at ore 
Payne, a notorious vag and hanger-on about 
w hat is termed “ the lava beds,” w astheperson 
who fired the *hnt mentioned above at the cor­ 
ner Third and W ashington streets, and hence 
wj»3 the individual pursued by M r. Sire?, and 
who shot him. 
He at once went to the fel­ 
low’s lodging, found him in bed and arrested 
him. 
On enteriog the room Woolsy said 
abruptly, “ Bayne, why did you fire off th at 
pistol on W ashington street?” 
“ I did not 
mean to,” replied Payne. 
“ I t was acci­ 
dental.” 
Since beirg placed in jail Payne 
denies all knowledge of the shooting, either 
on W ashington street or elsewhere. 
Mr. 
Sires states that the man who fired the shot 
on W ashington street was the man who shot 
him, as he never lost sight of him. 
There is 
evidence conclusive th at Payne fired the shot 
on W ashington street, though no one wit- 
nes3.-ed the ehootiDg afterwards. 
The feeling 
here against Payne is intense, and lynching 
is freely talked of in case M r. Sires dies, as 
it seems certain he must. 
[SECOND DISPATCH.] 
S ea ttle, October 12th.—Payne has just 
had a hearing before C ity Justice Coombs. 
Considerable evidence was produced conclu­ 
sively establishing his guilt. 
The prisoner

Payne is a short, thick­ 
set, dark-complexioned man, about 30 years 
of age, and blind of one ev e. 
H e ha3 here­ 
tofore worn a glass eye. 
Kis demeanor and 
appearance is th at of a bully and hardened 
criminal of the lowest aud most dangerous 
order. 
He was brcught into the Court room 
handcuffed, 
aud 
m aintained 
a 
most 
stolid 
indifference 
during

entire 
course of the examination. 
W hen informed 
by the m agistrate th at he waa h ell in the 
sum of 810.000 to aw ait the action of the 
next Grand Ju ry , he looked up and smiled 
sarcastically, and said, “ M ake it 8100,000, 
Judge,” and leaving the Court-roora he re­ 
marked to the cruwd while passing cut, 
“ Come to see the show, boyq !” There is no 
change in Sire’s conditioo, only he is grad­ 
ually sinking and suffe’ ing greatly. ' His 
physicians entertain no Cope of his recovery. 
Should he die, judg* ng from public senti­ 
ment. ns freely exr,ressed, it is doubtful if 
Payne’s case will eVer come up for trial be­ 
fore any tribuna’ other than the bar of pub­ 
lic opinion.

3 provides that they shall hold their first reg 
ular meeting on the first M onday of January, 
18S2. 
Section 7 says the Commissioners shall 
appoint such num ber oí pilots as they may 
deem 
necessary, 
and 
when 
necessary 
may 
grant 
licenses 
to 
Captains of 
American vessels owDed in Puget Sound dis­ 
trict to pilot their respective veesel* in and 
out cf any port to or from the sea. etc., upon 
the Captain making such applicition and 
paying v-5 f°r 3lv;h jicepse. 
íjectiqn J 
rides that every licensed pilot shall give 
bond* to the amount of 82,000 before enter­ 
ing on his duties. 
Section 1G says th at for 
carelesdy losing a vessel, a pilot shall, on 
conviction, be declared incapable cf holdiDg 
such a position again, aud b* liable to dama­ 
ges on his bond*. 
Section 20 provide* that 
the following shall lie rate* for pilotage : 
Vessel* under 15 feet draught, $8 per fo o t; 
of 15 feet draught, or over, 810 per foot. 
Ve. sel* from B riti-h Columbia to ports on 
Paget Sound, under 15 feet draught, 86 
per foot; 15 feet ar.d over, 88 per foot.

No doubt there is a good deal of 
exaggeration in the story, b ut even allow ­ 
ing for th at, we m ay bs certain th a t th e 
b ettin g was heavy, and th a t the winnings 
w ere correspondingly large. 
F or a short 
tim e this w ill go on, b u t the one fact th a t 
there is capital invested in th is sort of 
th in g is sure sooner or later to lead to 
fraud, and so to break up th e whole busi­ 
ness. 
This was w hat destroyed the prize- 
ring. 
I t was not th a t people had grown 
more refined and fastidious. 
If there was 
any longer faith in th e honesty of pugil­ 
istic contests these encounters would a t­ 
tra c t as large crowds as ever.

OHIO 
AND 
IOWA. 


T h ere do not appear to be any “ lessons ’ 
in th e Ohio and Iow a elections, and this is 
n a tu ra', seeing th a t the present is an “ off” 
y ear in politics. 
These years form th e op­ 
p o rtunities of the bolters. 
I t is in them 
th a t we 
hear of 
dreadfully scratched 
tickets, and incom prehensible caprices on 
th e part of voters, and strange appearances 
of 
D em ocratic strength 
in R epublican 
strongholds, and of R epublican stren g th 
in D em ocratic strongholds. 
In Ohio and 
Iow a there seems to have been th e usual 
am ount of scratching and staying away 
from th e polls. The R epublican candidates, 
how ever, have been generally elected, as 
everybody felt assnred th ey would be, and 
th e circum stances afford no indications 
from w hich the future of politics in those 
tw o S tates or in th e rest of the U nion can 


be predicted. 


W e have already endeavored to dem on­ 
strate th a t the A ttorney-G eneral has m ade 
a m istake in proposing to in stitu te pro­ 
ceedings for the recovery of th e money 
paid from th e S tate T reasury under the 
provisions of the D rainage A ct. 
T he argu­ 
m ents against the proposed action are 
however so num erous th a t it wa3 im pos­ 
sible to m arshal them all a t one tim e. 
The credit and good faith of th e S tate are 
deeply involved in the m aintenance of 
w hatever contracts th e S tate enters into, 
and it is not perm itted to th e officers of 
th e S tate to employ th e blunders of one 
another as a p retex t for robbing any 
portion of th e people. 
I t happens in this 
case th a t th e citizens who finally obtained 
th e S tate m oney under th e D rainage A ct 
had nothing to do w ith the w ork, b u t they 
relied none th e less im plicitly and directly 
upon the good faith of th e State, w hich 
was to them th e one sole guarantee for 
th e investm ent of 
their m oney in the 
w arrants. 
T here is not indeed any aspect 
of the case w hich does not enforce the 
obligation of the State to keep its con­ 
tracts loyally, aud which does not show 
the position of th e A ttorney-G eneral to be 
an untenable one. 
F or example, there re­ 
m ains in the T reasury the sum of about 
§00,000, paid in to the Drainage A ct Fund. 
To draw upon th at fund for any other pur­ 
pose th an th a t for which it was deposited 
would be unlaw ful. 
If the T reasurer and 
C ontroller should unite to dispose of this 
money for any other purpose, they would 
render them selves liable to im peachm ent. 
The justification of this is transparently 
obvious. 
This m oney was collected from 
the people by taxation, for a specific ob­ 
ject, the levying of a tax to accomplish 
which object had been authorized by the 
people's agents, the Legislature. 
B ut the 
Legislature did not authorize this taxation, 
for any other th an th e one specified pur­ 
pose, and therefore to div ert the funds to 
any other use would be tantam ount to rob­ 
bing th e people. 
A nd if the m oney already paid out under 
th e D rainage A ct could be recovered, to 
whom w ould it belong ? 
I t 
could no 
more be diverted to 
another 
purpose 
th au can the m oney now in the Treasury. 
I t belongs to the people, or, to be perfectly 
exact, to the taxpayers, and if it is not 
expended as it was m eant to be expended 
it ought to be returned to those from whom 
it was collected. 
B ut it w ould be impos­ 
ible so to retu rn it, and therefore it is clear 
th at M r A ttorney-G eneral has not the 
possibility before him of repaying the tax ­ 
payers w hat th ey have contributed. 
B ut 
it th e taxpayers cannot be recouped, w hat 
becomes of M r. A ttorney-G eneral’s theory 
th a t th e S tate ought to be reim bursed ? 
Does he regard “ th e S tate ” as an en tity : 
as a tangible 
som ething 
separate 
and 
ap art from the people ? 
Does he believe 
th a t if A (the People), have been unlaw fully 
am erced, they can receive com pensation by 
m eans of paym ents m ade to B (the State) ? 
This is a m ere juggling w ith words, and a 
confounding of nam es w ith things. 
The 
S tate is neither more nor les3 than the Peo­ 
ple. A nd in this case th e people have been 
dealing w ith them selves, and M r. A ttorney- 
General appears to wish to introduce to 
all such dealings th e objectionable and 
im m oral principle th a t cheating is per­ 
missible, or even obligatory. 
T here is no decent pretext for an a t­ 
tem pt to recover these moneys. 
The only 
possible decent p retex t would have been 
a claim th a t they had been obtained w ith ­ 
o u t valuable consideration. 
B ut no such 
olaim can bo made. 
The m oney has been 
expended in paym ent for hone3t hard 
work, by which the S tate has profited in 
the m ost evident way. 
Is the S tate to 
receive benefits from its citizens, and then 
to turn round and propose to sw indle them 
out of the paym ent it had agreed to m ake? 
If an individual did this he would bo stig- 
m atizid as a scurvy rogue. 
Shall a great 
S tate be less careful of its honor and 
good name 
th an an individual? 
The 
State, moreover, cannot plead the baby 
act in a case of this kind. 
I t is a corpora­ 
tion, nDd it is bound by lh e acts of its 
a u th o r e d agents. 
W hen th e Legislature 
enacts a law the people are justified in 
assum ing its validity until th a t validity 
is challenged and tested in th e C ourts. 
In 
th¡3 case M r. 
A ttorney-G eneral, who is 
th e law officer of the State, took no steps 
to have the constitutionality of the D rain­ 
age A ct tested. 
I t follows from th is th a t 
he m ust him self have believed it to be con­ 
stitutional ; for if he doubted its con­ 
stitutionality, y et suffered it to rem ain in 
operation unchallenged, lie Betrayed his 
own tru st, and in th a t case a proposition 
for his im peachm ent would be far more 
defensible than th a t which he has made. 
W e do notof course think th a t M r. A tto r­ 
ney-G eneral doubted the constitutionality 
of the law. 
B ut the fact th a t he did not 
shows how fully the S tate is com m itted to 
the m aintenance of all the contracts entered 
into under th e law before it was declared 
invalid. 
The State, through its legislative 
and executive branches, comm ended the 
Drainage A ct to th e people. 
I t invited 
contracts, accepted w ork, and paid for it. 
I t is impossible to p ut everything back as it 
was before the A ct was passed. 
W ith due 
deference to M r. A ttorney-G eneral th a t is 
3 nonsensical idea. 
In order to carry it 
out the contractors who did th e w ork would 
have to be repaid the value of their labor, 
or else a great injustice would result. The 
plain tru th is th a t it is necessary to hold 
the past contracts to have been good, and 
therefore w hatever m oney is still in the 
treasury to the credit of the Drainage 
Fund ought to be held for th e discharge of 
th e unliquidated balance of the debts en­ 
tered into by the State in carrying out the 
A ct. 
T his is all th a t should be done. 
The A ttorney-G eneral’s proposition is alike 
unw orthy of th a t officer and of the State 
he is supposed to represent.

H ad his friends been 
acquainted w ith th e m anifestations by 
w hich the progress of general paralysis is 
m arked, th ey m ight have interfered in 
tim e to save his property, and perhaps 
also in tim e to give his reason a chance of 
recovery. 
As a rule, however, ther6 is 
little or no hope in these case3, and the 
only course is to prevent the sufferers from 
doing serious m ischief while in an irre­ 
sponsible condition.

An old m an living in San Francisco, and 
following a fairly lucrative business, has 
recently been arrested three tim es in suc­ 
cession for indecent exposure of himself. 
Each tim e he has been taken before the 
m agistrate, the testim ony cf th e com plain­ 
ants ha3 been taken, and he has been fined 
or imprisoned, or both. 
N ow th e strong 
probability is th a t this old man is laboriog 
under the earlier sym ptom s of the cerebral 
disease called general paralysis of 
the 
insane, and th a t w hat he needs is a doc* 
tor, and not a policeman. 
W hen a man 
who has lived a sober and law -abiding life, 
breaks out, in his old age, into indecencies 
and other vagaries which appear to be u t­ 
terly foreign to his natural character, it be­ 
comes necessary to look to his brain. 
In 
nineteen cases o at of tw enty of this kind 
there will be found unm istakable evidence 
of m orbid cerebral action. 
T here is far too 
little attention paid to pathological science 
in crim inal adm inistration, and the results 
are often deplorable. 
The common igno­ 
rance of th e initial sym ptom s of insanity, 
and particularly of general paralysis, leads 
daily to all m anner of dom estic trag e­ 
dies. 
F or instance, a m erchant who has

Foreign Relations, Finance, Commerce, Military 
Affairs, Judiciary, Postoffices and Post Roads, Pub­ 
lic Lauds, Pensions and Indian Affairs.

Garland’s amendment was rejected—a}’es 35, nocs 
37. 
Davis of Illinois and Mahone voted with the Re­ 
publicans. 
Edmunds’ resolution was then adopted—ayes 37, 
noea 35. 
The standing committees are therefore continued 
as constituted at the last session, and the President 
pro tem. was authorized to fill any vacancies which 
may exist. 
As soon as the result was announced Logan 
offered a resolution for the election of David Davis, 
Senator from Illinois, as President pro tem. of the 
Senate. 
Pendleton asked that the resolution lie over one 
day under the rules. So ordered. 
An executive session followed. 
At 1 r. m. the doors were reopened and the Senate 
again met in open session. 
Pendleton stated that upon reflection and consul" 
tation with Senators on his side of the chamber, he 
had concluded to withdraw' his objection to the im­ 
mediate consideration of the resolution proposing 
the election of Senator Davis as President pro tem 
The Senate then proceeded to the consideration of 
the resolution. 
Jones of Florida opposed its adoption. 
A vote v. as then taken on Logan’s resolution, ro. 
suiting in its adoption—ayes 36, nocs 34—Bayard 
and Davis of Illinois not voting. 
Chairman Harris thsu appointed Senators Bayard 
and Anthony a committee to escort the President 
pro tem. elect to the chair. 
Bayard, when he refused to vote, said he had 
never obtained office by his own vote, and would 
never retain it thus.

October 13th.—David Davis, of 
Bloomington, was born iu Cecil county, Maryland, 
March, 9 ,1S15 ; receive*! a classical education, grad­ 
uating i t Kenyon College, Ohio, in 1832; studied 
law at Lenox, Massachusetts, and at the NcwHa\en 
Law School; was admitted to the bar and com 
menced practice in Illinois in the fall of 1835, locat­ 
ing in 1836 at Bloomington; was a member of the 
State House of Representatives in 1S44 ; was a dele­ 
gate to the State Constitutional Convention in 1S47 ; 
was elected in 1S48 a Judge of one of the Circuit 
Courts in IllinQis, and he held the office by repeated 
elections until he resigned it in October, 1862 ; was 
a delegate to the National Republican Convention at 
Chicago in I860; was appointed by President Lin­ 
coln a Judge of the Supreme Court of the United 
States in October, 1S62, and served until March 5, 
1877, when he resigned to take his seat as United 
States Senator from Illinois, having been elected the 
previous January, by the votes of Independents and 
Democrats, to succeed John A. Logan, Republican.

trict Attorney Buckley appeared for the 
pr secutioD, and Cheney k Bruner for the 
defendant. 
The witnesses for the prosecution, and 
which were pre-ent at the time of the assault, 
were, on the part of the prosecution, C. C. 
Barnes, E . H . Renfro, Mrs. Margaret Groe- 
ueveld, George D. Peters, Mrs. Lizzi3 Asch­ 
enauer, wife of the other defendant, and H. 
D. Groeneveld. 
The testimony upon the 
part of the people was in effect, as follows: 
C. C. Barnes and E. H . Renfro, who is a 
hicVman in Sacramento, took a rockaway 
and drove down the Riverside road on the 
27th day of August last. 
Toward evening 
they stopped at Groeneveld’s saloon, at the 
Sutter ville Corner. 
There they took sapper, 
by invitation, with Mr. and Mrs. Groeneveld 
and Mrs. Lizzie ABchenauer, who was for­ 
merly known as Lizzie Allen, and the propri­ 
etor of the Half-way House on the Riverside 
road. 
She married Aechenauera fsw months 
since. 
After supper it was proposed and agreed 
by all the parries at the supper to take a ride 
in the rockaway, which was double seated. 
) hey were to drive to East Park and other 
resorts for driving in the city, and at the con­ 
clusion to leave Barnes at his home in the 
city, and Renfro take the others to their 
homes at Sutterville. 
They got into the car­ 
riage, Renfro and Groeneveld taking the 
front seat and Barnes and the ladies the rear 
seat. 
After driving as far towards the city 
as the Halfway House, situated just below 
the Riverside school-house, which place they 
reached about 7 o’clock in the evening, Aeche- 
nauer and Wheeler came out of the Halfway 
House salooD, which waa kept by George D. 
Peters, and Aschenauer called to Renfro,who 
was driv’ing, to stop. 
Renfro turned around 
and a-ked Barnes if they should atop, and 
Barnes said yes. 
Aschenauer and Wheeler 
came out to the carriage, and Aschenauer 
presente ! a cocked revolver at Barnes’ head, 
c o-.e to the temple, and said he was going to 
kill him. 
He demanded and insisted that 
Barnes should get out and go into the saloon. 
Barnes complied, following Aschenauer and 
Wheeler inside. 
Aschenauer and Barnes 
went up to the counter, when the former pre­ 
sented a check on D. O. Mills & Co.’s bank 
for §10.000, and demanded 
that 
Barnes 
should sign it, 
Aschenauer called on Peters’ 
barkeeper for pen and ink. when Barnes re­ 
plied: 
“ No matter about a pen and ink. 
I 
will 
not 
sign 
it. 
I 
will see you 
in 
first.” 
As this Aschenauer again 
drew 
his 
revolver 
and 
held 
it 
close to Barnes' head, but the latter turned 
around and walked out of the saloon, not­ 
withstanding the continued demands and 
threats. 
When they had proceeded five or 
six steps from the house, Aschenauer and 
Wheeler 
following 
him up, Aschenauer 
struck Barnes a powerful blow on the back 
of the head with nis revolver, knocking him 
down, and then continued to beat him in the 
face and over the head until he had broken 
the revolver into thr6e pieces, and had also 
broken Barnes’ n >;e, mutilated Lis face and 
head in a horrible manner, rendering him 
entirely unconscious and apparently close,,to 
death’s door. 
While thus beating him Renfro sought to 
interfere in Barnes’ behaif, when Wheeler 
drew a revolver, and holding it upon Renfro, 
compelled him to refrain from making any 
effort in that direction. 
Finally Renfro said 
to Wheeler: 
“ Are you going to etauil by 
and see this man beat up in this way?’’ 
Wheeler replied by saying to Aschenauer: 
“ H e’s got enough now; let him alone.” 
Aschenauer then left him, and Renfro says 
that he asked Wheeler if he could take 
charge of Barnes, and Wheeler answered, 
“ Y es; he’s hurt enough, and you can take 
your man away.” Renfro then took him to 
á near hou=e on the Riverside road, amt pro­ 
cured medical assistance for him. 
A t this point Barnes says that to the best 
of his recollection of the matter, when ha 
had been left in an unconscious state at the 
time ha was beaten, ha soon after came to 
an l wandered into the brush on the levee, 
and after staying there a time, made his 
way to a house on the Riverside road, where 
he was cared for. 
Renfro states that after the matter had oc­ 
curred ho went back to the Half-way Hou°e, 
and while there, in company with Wheeler 
and Peters, Wheeler remarked to him that if 
he (Renfro) “ wanted any of this he could 
have it,” whereupon Wheeler pulled out his 
revolver and fired it off, but without aiming 
it at Renfro, and the bullet entered the casing 
of the porch doer. 
The testimony further shows that before 
Barnes had left the saloon, and when A-che- 
nauer was demanding of him to sign the check 
f -r §10.C00, Wheeler remarked to Aschenauer, 
“ Don’t let him go out of here unless he 
signs that check ; if you don’t make him 
sign it, I will.” 
Dr. Nixon testified in relation to the ex­ 
tent of the wounds, and said that Barnes was 
confined to his bed at Sutterville, and was 
unable to be removed to the city for sev­ 
eral weeks. 
The defense introduced J. S. Wheeler as 
a witness in his own behalf. 
He testified 
that Aschenauer told him that Barnes had 
ruined him ; that he had estranged his wife 
from him and broken up his family and his 
home ; that he had commenced proceedings 
for a divorce from his w ife; that he and 
Aschenauer were at the Half-Way House 
saloon, an 1 had called for two small glasses 
of beer; that while the beer was on the 
counter 
he 
heard 
Aschenauer 
go 
out 
of 
the 
door, 
but 
he 
(Wheeler) 
did not leave the saloon ; that Aschenauer 
and Barnes came into the saloon, and Asch- 
enauer endeavored, by holding a revolver at 
Barnes’ head, to force the latter to sign a 
check ; that he refused to do so, and left the 
saloon : that he (witness) made no remark in 
the saloen against Barnes, and took no 
hand in the proceedings: that he did not 
go out of the saloon until after the assault 
had been made by Aschenauer on Barnes ; 
that when be went out he asked Aschenauer 
to desist, and he did so ; 
that he saw 
no 
blows 
struck, 
and 
that 
while 
on the porch he told Renfro that he (Renfro) 
was to blame for the trouble existing between 
Aschenauer 
and 
his wife, and that he 
(Wheeler) took out a self-cocking pistol and 
it went off. 
A t the 
conclusion of the examination 
Wheeler was held to answer upon the charge 
of assault to murder, and the charge of at­ 
tempt to extort money wa3 continued for 
three weeks.
